NoTr.—I have seen some stamps which seemed to be waterlined, but on further 
examination found they had been used on laid paper and received the impress from it. By 
wetting the stamp and pressing it with force while still damp, the lines partially disappeared, 
The stamps of light and bright color and those on thick and silk paper were issued after those 
of darker hue and those on crisp and thin paper.

to the negligence of the workmen in not wiping the plate properly, and therefore do not 
catalogue them. 

To make a list of the stamps which are found with double perforations, would be an 
endless task. I consider them well worth collecting as oddities, and have a great many 
more than catalogued by Sterling. I dare say all values might be found so. The same may 
be said of those found with the engraver’s imprint. 

What are called ‘‘ misstrikes”’ are also collected by some. They consist of stamps, the 
paper of which was creased when printed upon, when one stamp shows part of the adjoining 
stamp, or when perforations run through the stamp or are partially omitted, &c. 


The stamps catalogued upon ‘‘surface colored paper” I consider to owe their existence

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THE POSTAGE STAMPS OF FRANCE. 


Translated from Ze Collectionneur de Timbre-Post 
( Continued.) 


The transfers were made from the mother stones, on which 15 similar 
impressions had already been transferred; 20 proofs drawn on china and 
transferred on a large stone formed a sheet of twice 150 or 300 in all. 


The stamp of 20 centimes, on account of the large number made (which 
exceeded 50,000,000) had to be re-made a 3rd time, These varieties of 
design—or as collectors say of types, and we accept the term notwithstanding 
its exaggeration—are worthy of special description. 

To help us in our description we have illustrated the stamps in an in- 
creased size, about four times larger than the originals. 

The engravings which we give are without retouch, and therefore some- 
what heavier and more indistinct than the originals but sufficiently clear for 
our purpose. 

In the description which follows we have written in italics the most 
characteristic details. 


1st type.—The head appears smaller, although by measurement it shows 
the exact height and width of the other types. There is very little shading 
on the face, and that on the neck is formed of points. 

The line of color surrounding the circle of pearls is hardly perceptible at 
the top. The space between the pearls and the line under the inscription 
REPUB. FRANC. measures more than Y2 millimetre. 

The letters of theinscription are smaller as well asthe Greek ornaments. 
In a word, the entire frame shows very little white. 


Stamps of this type are rather rare, 


2nd and 3rd types.—The head appears stronger, and the shading of the 
head and neck is formed by lines. 

The line surrounding the circle of pearls is very distinct and the space 
between this line and that which touches the inscription REPUB. FRANC, és 
almost invisible. 
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The details of the design are otherwise quite apparent. 

Differences between the 2nd and 3rd types: 

2nd type.—All the letters are as high as they are broad. 

3rd type.—All the letters are higher than they are broad. 

These differences in the shape of the letters are easily perceived. 

The blue stamps of the 3rd type are the most common 

The stamps of roc and 80c most near!y resemble those of the 3rd type, 
while they appear to be of a different design. 

Varieties.—In all these stamps, particularly in the lithographed ones, one 
may find an infinite number of apparent varieties of design, resulting from the 
varying distinctness of the impression and from the wearing of the plates; we 
give herewith a small difference in transfer, very small, but nevertheless one 
which has greatly bothered collectors. 

3rd type.—Stamps are found in which the head is placed lower in the 
circle of color, so that the point of the neck almost touches the circle of 
pearls. These stamps may be found mixed in with the others in fragments of 
sheets which we have seen

2nd type.—Variety with the letters more white and appearing to be 
larger, the head less shaded and particularly without shading under the eye; 
besides that the entire design is a little bit spotted and the color slightly ul- 
tramarine. Mr. Robert thought that this variety, otherwise very decided, 
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constituted a fourth type; we, however, are not of this opinion; other litho- 
graphed stamps may be found on which similar differences may be observed, 
as for example the stamps of New Grenada of 1859 and 1860 in which the 
white letters are sometimes thinner and sometimes thicker. 

In order to be perfectly satisfied on the question we submitted the case 
to a lithographic expert and we give his opinion: 

“This stamp need not necessarily come from a plate used in printing; it 
may be the result of a transfer on a spongy stone and thus have produced the 
exaggerated white results. 

However, the following is what most frequently happens, the case being 
not at all a rare one: 

The entire stone becomes worn in the course of printing (in fact we 
possess one of these stamps in which all the letters are almost completely 
blurred) and it was cleaned with essence, and again inked and gummed, 
again washed and then reprepared with acid. It is in this last operation that 
the design must have become weaker.

Perforations.—The Bordeaux stamps were perforated by some of the em- 
ployees of the postoffice or by private parties; we seldom if ever find can- 
celled specimens of these, but on the other hand unused ones or cancelled 
ones perforated after use are a considerable source of revenue for certain 
dealers. 

They may be found, including unpaid letter stamps, percés en points, by 
means of a pin, percés en ligne, en arc, perforated 14, and other fanciful 
varieties. 

Obliterations,—The Bordeaux stamps were cancelled like the stamps of 
the Empire by means of a cancellation in the shape of a losange composed of 
points with large figures in the centre; the date stamp was still reserved for 
stamps used on newspapers, and the specimens occasionally met with with pen 
and ink cancellation, testify only tothe absence of the postal employees 
who, encamped, or in hiding attempted to assure the continuance of the Postal 
Service in the midst of the enemy and at the peril of their liberty and of their 
lives. 

Unpaid Letter Stamp.—This stamp was also a lithographed copy of the 
typographed stamp then in use; there is nothing particular to distinguish it, 
the paper is frequently slightly blued, 

15 centimes black on white 
15 black on bluish white 

We have frequently been asked how the unpaid letter stamp of Bordeaux 
can be distinguished from that of Paris, and we shall give a few details on this 
subject: 

The difference under any circumstance is very slight, and requires a 
trained eye. 


The 15c typographed in Paris is generally on yellowish paper, and shows 
a trace of the impression on the back; the A is smaller, the accent is obliquely 
placed above it and if it were continued it would touch the letter. rs 

The 15c lithographed at Bordeaux, on the contrary, is generally on very 
white or slightly blued paper. There is no trace of the design on the reverse, 
CENTIMES is much larger than in the preceding, the a is larger, the accent 
has a greater slant, and were it continued it would not touch the letter. 

Essay.—We have seen various values of the Bordeaux stamps printed in 
black on china paper. 
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We have also seen similar essays in blocks of 15 of the same value.

This manufacture was carried on in the midst of the greatest difficulties, 
often lacking the most important accessories, such as workmen, presses, 
means of transportation, etc. 

Mr. Delebecque received the order to commence on November sth, 1870, 
while everything was still in great disorder; he made the matter a question of 
honor, and it would be unjust to criticise him for the lack of finish on the 
stamps manufactured under his direction. 

The price was arranged by contract, and it was paid to him monthly, 1 
franc per 1000 stamps, all the expense being his own, 

The order to stop the manufacture was sent to Bordeaux on March 18th, 
1871, and the destruction of the matrixes as well as the erasures of the transfers 
took place only on August r2th. 

Finally, some years later the entire stock of Bordeaux stamps, which was 
locked up in Paris, was burned, notwithstanding the offers of dealers and 
collectors of postage stamps to the amount of several thousand francs. 


The investment of the Capital by the German army, as an unforseen 
result, rendered impossible the distribution, to the different parts of France, 
of the postage stamps which were manufactured at the mint in Paris alone. 

[t was different in the case of the coins, which were struck in three dif- 
ferent cities and distinguished by different letters inscribed at the bottom of 
the pieces: A for Paris, B. B. for Strasburg (until 1870) and K for Bordeaux 
(until 1878). . | 

These details will become useful to us later on. 

The Mint in Bordeaux was instructed to replenish the existing stock of 
stamps, which was decreasing rapidly notwithstanding the various expedients 
of which collectors have seen the evidence as for example:— 

Prepayment stamped in numbers, permitted in the small offices and proven 
by the mark “P. P.” 

The use of postage stamps cut in two, and serving for half of their 
original value. 

The use of Journal stamps of the Empire, which were out of use and of 
newspaper revenue stamps which had been abolished on the 5th of Septem- 
ber, 1870, on the eve of the fall of the Empire. 

Of these we have only seen the violet stamp with the date cancellation. 
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The manufacture of postage stamps was improvised in a few days, as may 
be seen by the following administrative acts which are copied from “The 
History of Letter Postage” by Arthur de Rothschild. 

Letter of Mr. Steenackers, Director-General of Telegraphs and Posts to 
Mr. Delebecque, Director of the mint at Bordeaux: 

DEAR SIR:— 

“Mr. de Maintenant, Inspector-General of Finance has informed the 
Ministry of Finance that you are in a position, with little delay, to manufac- 
ture the postage stamps necessary for the prepayment of correspondence, 

“A decision of the Ministry under date Oct. gth, authorizes me to ar- 
range with you, in view of the urgency, that the manufacture begin as soon as 
possible. 

“IT have written a letter to-day, to the Director of Posts of the Gironde, 
who formerly exercised the function of guardian of postage stamps, which he 
will show to you, and by which I instructed him to make all necessary ar- 
rangements with you and with Mr. Maintenant for the prevention of coun- 
terfeiting of the new stamps and their re-use after they have once been used. 

I especially call your attention to this important point, and I have no 
doubt that you will find some method of manufacturing which will remove all 
fear on this subject. 

I thank you in advance, dear sir, for all that you will do in order to aid 
the Administration in these trying times. 

(Signed) STEENACKERS 

On the 22nd of October, the Director of Posts of the Gironde received 
new advices by telegraph, and, during the day, by a courrier, a letter contain- 
ing the type adopted by the Administration. This was a stamp sent from 
Paris and cancelled in Tours. 

The mint at Bordeaux was not less prompt in . beginning to execute its 
promise. Mr. Steenackers had already received and returned, the die of the 
adopted type, prepared at HKordeaux, and closely resembling the Parisian 
design. 

In order that the resemblance might be exact they only had to remove 
from the stamp of Bordeaux the four letters in the angles K. X. A. D. 

It was of the greatest importance that an absolute resemblance he main 
tained between the new stamps and the Parisian stamps. The adoption of the 
head of the Republic, which was used in the revolution of 1848, made matters 
much easier. 

Mr. Steenackers, in his letter of October 22nd, thought that the orna- 
ment in the upper left angle of the Bordeaux stamp was a fanciful one, but as 
we have seen on the preceding page, the details of which were furnished us by 
the kindness of the Director of the Mint of Bordeaux, the letter X designates 
the Administration of Posts. 

On the 3rd of November, 1870, an agreement was signed in quadruple 
by Messrs. Lapouyade, Delebecque and Maintenant prescribing the methods 
for the manufacture of postage stamps. 

“1st. Mr. Delebecque agreed to manufacture up to 4000 sheets of 300 
stamps per day, of the values 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 10, 20, 30, 40 and 80 centimes in 
the proportion that may be indicated to him by the Administration of Posts, 
at the price of 30 centimes for each sheet of 300 stamps or 1 franc for each 
1000 stamps. 


2nd. The amount due was to be paid monthly on certification of Messrs. 
Delebecque and Lapouyade. 


3rd. The Administration reserves to itself the right to stop its orders 
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whenever it sees fit and without allowing Mr. Delebecque any indemnity fof 
the expense which he had incurred to arrange his outfit, the essential part or 
which was to be destroyed on the same day that the Administration orders 
the stoppage of the manufacture. 

4th. The Director is authorized to manufacture up to 4000 sheets of 300 
each per day. These figures may be increased on the order of the Director 
of Posts if occasion requires. 

In order that the supply may not interfered with, it is necessary that a 
stock sufficient for 20 days be on hand, and therefore a delay of 10 days from 
date the of this order is allowed. 

Proper measures shall be agreed upon to prevent counterfeiting as well 
as the washing of stamps already used, 

5th. The manufacture shall commence on November sth, next, and shall 
continue without interruption. 

Thus,Mr. Delebecque had a monopoly of the manufacture of postage stamps 
and unpaid letter stamps for the Provinces. He ordered from Angouleme 
the same paper which was used by Mr. Hulot, and a lithographic outfit was 
installed in the Mint at Bordeaux, because, for this hurried manufacture they 
could not use the typographical process employed in Paris. 

In the absence of the necessary machinery it was agreed that the stamps 
should not be perforated. 

We have seen that the type adopted was that of the stamps of 1849 
(Liberty), which were to be again used in Paris; it was modified only in the 
low values, which received the frames with large figures of the last stamps of 
the Empire. 

The set was composed of g stamps irrespective of the unpaid letter stamp

They began work on the 20 centimes which, as it is said, was designed in 
pen and ink and was reproduced with great difficulty. However, a certain 
number was made pending the manufacture of a new matrix. These were en- 
graved on stone; the other values were engraved in the same way. 


Repity PosraL CARDS SENT BY CARRIER PIGEONS. 


The decree of the Government for National Defense, under date of Nov. 
roth, 1870, authorized the use of a system of reply despatches, which were to 
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cost only 1fr. but which were limited to four replies by yes or no to the ques- 
tions contained in the letter which bore this reply card. 

This is indicated on the blanks themselves, which were sold in the post- 
office at Paris at the price of 5 centimes each, as is shown by the application 
of a stamp of this value in the upper right corner. 

1°’ TYPE 
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This system, it must be said, was not a great favorite with everybody; at 
times the names of the sender and the addressee were mixed or forgotten, 
which caused a great deal of trouble to the employees charged with the ar- 
rangement of the reply cards. 
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That of which we here give a reproduction of both sides shows one of 
these instances, as the fourth column should have contained the name of the 
addresses in Paris; however, it will serve toexplain the system, and for this 
explanation we shall assume that the fourth column bore the name M. Jean, 
Poste restante, 
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This card thus furnished with a 5c stamp was bought in Paris by M. Jean 
who wrote in columns 1 to 4; Marseille-P. L.,-Jean, Poste restante. 

At the same time he wrote a letter in which he asks four questions, which 
we shall suppose to be the following: 

1st question: Are you in good health? 

2nd question: Are you in need of money ? 

3rd question: If my brother has been taken prisoner you will please 
reply in this column: yes. If he has been wounded you will answer: zo. 

4th question: If he is in good health you will reply: yes, If, unfort- 
unately, he has been killed, you will reply: zo. 

This letter and the card enclosed therein was then sent by balloon, and 
arrived in the hands of the addressee Mr. P. L, at Marseilles. 

Mr, P. L, replied by yes and by zo, and brought the card to one of the 
postoffices in Marseilles where it was supplied with postage stamps represent- 
ing 1fr., the price the despatch; these stamps as well as that of 5 centimes on 
the recto were cancelled by this bureau with its cancellation stamp; then the 
card was sent to Bordeaux (and not to Clermont—Ferrand, as we have ex- 
plained previously.) 

There, in the office of Mr. Dagron the following was set up by typo- 
graphy: Jean Post restante ONNN. This brief composition forming part of 
a page or placard was photographed on a pellicule and sent with 30,000 or 
40,000 others in the tail feather of a pigeon, 

There are three types of these reply despatch cards differing in their 
composition. We shall describe here only the essential parts. 

1st type.—The recto in the first type is distinguished from the other two 
by a little notice printed under the square intended for the postage stamp 
“The sale of this card, etc.” Besides that the inscription: (Decree of 
Government for National Defense of date of November roth, 1870.) is in two 
lines and beneath it we read “The replies shall be expressed by yes or mo, etc, 

This notice consists of seven lines. 

The dimensions of the card are about 110x67mm. 

The two other types have no notice under the frame for the stamp, and 
the inscription; (Decree of the Government, etc.) is in a single line. 


2° TYPE 
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2nd type.—Below (Decree of the Government, etc.) we read “There is 
due as the price of this card a tax of 5 centimes, etc.” 
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Notice formed of seven columns. 

The dimensions of the card are about 107x67mm. p 

3rd type.—Below (Decree of the Government, etc.) we read “Price of 
this card, 5 centimes, represented b; etc.” 

Form of eight columns. 

Dimensions of the card about 105x57mm. 

The verso of the three types differs also in the inscription, 

These cards were printed by typography in black on white card, showing 
slight variations in tint. 


HOW OUR EARLY REVENUE STAMPS 


ROBERT S. HATCHER. 


I have obtained four of the original contracts made between the United 
States (through the commissioner of Internal Revenue) and the American 
Phototype Co., for the manufacture of some of the first revenue stamps printed 
for our Government, they include (No. 1) that for the first stamped match 
wrappers for Byam, Carlton & Co., of Boston, and (No, 2) the second contract 
for the same firm’s wrappers, also the contract (No, 3) for our first cigar 
stamps, and the one (No. 4) for the second series of cigar stamps 

They should interest all collectors of U. S. Revenue stamps, and read as 
follows:— 

CONTRACT No. 1. 


This Agreement made this seventeenth day of August, A. D., eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, between the Treasury Department of the United 
States by Joseph J]. Lewis, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in the said de- 
partment of the one part, and the American Phototype Company of New 
York City on the other part, 

Witnesseth, That the said American Phototype Company agree to fur- 
nish to the said Commissioner of Internal Revenue “Phototype” plates, bear- 
ing a design to be approved by said Commissioner, and of artistic workman- 
ship and finish, to be approved by said Commissioner, for the printing of the 
Internal Revenue Stamp required by law upon the wrappers or labels of the 
matches manfactured by the certain firm known as Byam, Carlton and Com- 
pany of the city of Boston; said plates to be furnished in such numbers as 
may be required, and to be renewed by said American Phototype Company 
from time to time to replace those worn by use, the plates to be furnished 
and renewed at the cost of said Byam, Carlton and Company, at such rates 
as shall be agreed upon between the said American Phototype Company and 
the said Byam, Carlton and Company, and, in default of such agreement, at 
such rates as the said Commissioner of Internal Revenue may prescribe, and 
the said American Phototype Company further agree to print from such 
plates upon the labels or wrappers or on the paper designed for the labels o1 
wrappers of the said Byam, Carlton and Company the government stamp 
aforesaid, in such a manner as shall be approved by said Commissioner, and 
to separate the said stamped papers, labels or wrappers and to pack the same 
in such packages and of such size as shall be prescribed by the said Commis- 
sloner, and to deliver said packages to such person as may be appointed by 
said Commissioner to receive the same at his office or other designated place 
in any of the cities of Boston, New York, Philadelphia or Washington, at the 
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option of said Commissioner; and the said American Phototype Company 
further agree that a clerk, or more than one if more be necessary for the 
work, who may be appointed for the purpose by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, shall have free of cost the use of a room in the warehouse or building in 
which said Company shall print said stamps, and shall have general oversight 
and custody of the printing and of the plates aforesaid, and shall have access 
at all times to all parts of the said building and to all the workmen and em- 
ployees and to all the books of the printing establishment; and that the said 
American Phototype Company shall pay monthly to the said Commissioner 
the reasonable compensation of said clerk or clerks for counting such stamps 
as may be delivered as aforesaid and keeping account of the same, not to ex- 
ceed the rate of fourteen hundred dollars per annum for each clerk whose 
services are needed for this purpose in the judgment of said Commissioner, if 
such stamps shall be printed in the City of New York; and the said American 
Phototype Company further agree that, on the requisition of the said Com- 
missioner and at his option they will keep the plates aforesaid and print said 
stamps from the same in the city of Washington or in the city of Philadelphia 
instead of in the city of New York as aforesaid; and that they will keep said 
plates and print said stamps under the supervision of any officer who may be 
designated for the purpose by the said Commissioner, and under any regula- 
tions which said Commissioner or the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe 
for the protection of the Government against the fraudulent use of such 
plates, or against other fraud or negligence. 

And the said United States Treasury Department, by Joseph J. Lewis, 
Commissioner as aforesaid, in consideration of the premises, agree to pay to 
the said American Phototype Company, monthly, as there bills are rendered 
the sum of sixty cents for each and every thousand impressions well and per- 
fectly made of said stamps upon said wrappers or paper designed for wrappers 
which shall be delivered as aforesaid upon the order of said Commissioner, 
such payment to be in full compensation of all and every claim upon the 
United States for the printing, packing and delivery of said stamps and 
stamped paper. 

This contract commencing on the first day of September, A. D. eighteen 
hundred sixty-four, and to expire on the first day of September in the year 
following, or upon notice by either party thereafter, provided that all stamped 
paper, wrappers or labels which the said American Phototype Company shall 
have printed under this contract by order of the said Commissioner, and shall 
have remaining on hand at the expiration of this contract, shall be paid for 
by the United States as aforesaid and at the said rates, such stamps not to ex- 
ceed in number one month’s average supply of the said Byam, Carlton and 
Company; provided also that this contract shall terminate 7fso facto by the 
dissolution or closing of business of the said firm of Byam, Carlton and Com- 
pany; provided further that the plates which shall be made or used by the 
said American Phototype Company under this contract shall at its termina- 
tion be delivered to the said Commissioner of Internal Revenue, or his au- 
thorized agent.

We regret that we cannot, this time, bring as complete a report of the 
Convention as we have done in the past, as we had no representative in atten- 
dance at Chicago.

The monthly publication of the American Philatelist has been suspended, 
and in its stead one number will be published each year after the Convention 
which will contain a report of,the proceedings of the convention, the annual 
reports of the officers, the list of the members and such other matter as the 
literary board may consider of sufficient importance to bring to the attention 
of the members of the Association, 

The election resulted in the choice of the following gentlemen as direc- 
tors: Jno. K. Tiffany, H. E. Deats, Alvah Davison, N. W. Chandler, E. 
Doeblin, 

At the meeting of the directors Mr. Jno. K. Tiffany was elected President 
and Mr. H. E. Deats Vice President, although the latter had received the 
larger number of votes. 

The Department of Sales, Exchange and Purchasing, have all been con- 
solidated under one head, and the officer in charge of this function will be 
required to furnish a bond in the sum of $2,000.00 we wonder who will be on 
the bond of the gentleman who has been selected for this important function. 

On account of the abolition of the American Philatelist as a monthly 
journal the dues have been reduced by 50 cents. 

When we receive our detailed report of the proceedings of the Conven- 
tion we may find other matters of interest to our readers, of which we shall 
duly inform them in our next number.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 


LONDON, 28, August, 1893. 


Exibitions, Clubs, Societies, and Auctions engross the attention of such 
Philatelists as have got back from the holidays, The notices are already 
out for the Exhibition of West Indian Stamps which is to be held by the 
London Philatelic Society at their rooms on the 17th, 18th and roth of 
October. The official notice states that the Exhibition will be held to illus- 
trate the Society’s work on the stamps of the British Colonies in the West 
Indies, together with British Honduras, and the Colonies in South America, 
There is to be no charge for admission. All members are at liberty to 
attend, and non-members will be admitted on the presentation of a member’s 
card. The object of the Society is to popularise Philately, and those who 
were present as the last Exhibition, and saw how the Rooms of the Society 
were thronged, will have some idea of the powerful influence of the London 
Philatelic Society in this direction. The countries to be included in the 
Exhibition are Antigua, Bahamas, Barbados, British Guiana, British Honduras 
Dominica, Falkland Islauds, Grenada, Jamaica, Leeward Islands, Montserrat,, 
Nevis, St. Christopher, St. Lucia, St. Vincent, Tobago, Trinidad, Turks 
Islands, and Virgin Islands. The last Exhibition comprised only two coun- 
tries—India and Ceylon. Now the questiou is where will the Society find 
room for twenty countries? It can only be done by exercising a rigid choice 
of the very best collection of each country. So that the show is likely to be 
a veritable créme de la créme of the members’ collections, for the Society is 
particularly rich in these Colonies. One of the members some time since 
gave over $2,000 for a collection of Nevis to enrich his own. American 
members of the Society have, of course, been invited to exhibit. Whether 
they will take the opportunity of showing us what they can do in the Western 
Hemisphere remains to be seen, 


CLupss. Of Clubs we are promised a full supply. Two have been 
formed during the summer; one confined to dealers, to be a sort of friendly 
exchange for the trade; the other to be more of a sociable gathering of 
Collectors and Dealers. Some people will have it that the two will not mix 
well with us here in the Metropolis. We shall now be able to test the 
matter. But, to my mind, the danger to these sociable gatherings is not so 
much that Dealers and Collectors will not mix, as that they will not have the 
time to do the mixing. Last season the London Philatelic Society meetings 
were frequently interfered with by the Auctions falling on the same evening. 
And I believe that the Auctions during the coming winter will play havoc 
with the Club business, 

All the same, the Clubs have been formed. The Dealers’ is to be known 
as the “‘ London Philatelic Exchange,”’ and the mixed club as the “ City of 
London Philatelic Club.” In the latter the dealers are treated as “ Rowdy 
Dowdy Boys,” of whom it is dangerous to have more than a certain easily 
controllable proportion, and in the dealers’ club Collectors are to be admitted 
by some curiously constructed back door of a committee of invitation or 
selection. The whole business will probably die an early death for want of 
support. 

Those who have started the Collectors’ Club say that there is a demand 
for a cheap edition of the London Philatelic Society. The subscription to the 
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London Philatelic Society is One Guinea, say, $5.25. Rather a big sub say 
some. But let ussee, It entitles a Collector to the Society’s publications free, 
Take the result of, say, a subscription for the last five years. Such a Collector 
would have received:

Balance, being 5 years profit of membership. $23.50 

In this reckoning it will be noted that no account is taken of the ordi- 
nary privileges of membership, which now include handsome Club rooms, and 
accommodation, with a Clerk in charge. The reckoning is simply taking ac- 
count of what may be termed realisable assets which a member could sell at 
any time, and so get back his subscriptions paid, and a lumping good profit 
for his outlay, 

The curious will naturally want to know how the London Society man- 
ages this result, and yet can present a balance sheet with over a thousand 
dollars in hand at the end of its financial year. Let me tell you. ‘The So- 
ciety taxes the non-member-Collector for the benefit of its members, in this 
way: Say, as the result of a years’ work of the Revision Committee a new 
vol, is ready for publication. An estimate for its production is obtained for 
say 500 copies. 250 will be required for members free. The cost of produc- 
tion is then divided by 250, which gives the price as whlch the book is to be 
published. ‘That is to say, the cost of producing the 500 is laid on the 2 
sold to non-members. As the Society adds nothing for trade profit t

charge still remains a reasonable one, as is shown by the enormous prices paid 


for each work when out of print. A collector who can get a copy of any of 


the works, at the prices I have given as “market value’”’ except the last pub- 
lished, may regard himself as a lucky fellow. Hence is will be seen that a 
Collector who remains outside the Society foregoes a rattling good specula- 
tion—if it must be put upon such a low money level. ‘This is the key to the 
success of the Premier Society. It does costly and valuable work, and it 
makes non-members foot the bills 

Auctions. The August number of the London Philatelist has some in- 
teresting figures relating to the Auctions of the past season. It gives a sum- 
mary record of the sales of five of the leading Auctioneers, English and 


American, and finds that forty three sales comprised 24,049 lots, producing a

grand total of $137,900, or rather over an average of five dollars per lot. Al- 
ready notices of sales for the coming season are puiting in an appearance. 
The sales will commence, with us, at the end of September and will include 
the grand collection of the late General Mainwaring, and one of the finest 
collections in Australia of the Departmental Stamps of South Australia. It is 
the general remark that it is wonderful how the prices of rare stamps keep up, 
despite the number of auctions at which they are continually offered for sale. 
Those who fondly imagined that the multiplicity of auctions would enable 
them to fill up blanks at a reduced figure have been, on the whole, grievously 
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disappointed. In some cases the price of rarities has gone up alarmingly. 
I was talking to a wealthy collector the other day and he was lamenting 
loudly the sums he has now to pay compared with those realized during the 
first year of the auctions, In that year he sold off his Europeans. He has 
now gone back to his old love, and is paying smart for his backsliding. The 
competition for very fine copies with fine margins knows practically no limit. 
There are a few wealthy collectors who give unconditional orders to buy 
what are termed “ grand specimens.”’ Their ambition is to have not only 
everything, but in such a condition as to be absolutely “‘ beyond compare.” 


THE TAPLING COLLECTION. The first instalment of this collection has just 
been put on exhibition at the British Museum. The stamps shown are all 
from the Western Hemisphere, and consist of the following countries : 
British Columbia and Vancouver Island, New Brunswick, Newfoundland, 
Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Buenos Ayres, and Hawaiian Islands. 
These stamps will be on view one month, after which they will be changed 
for New South Wales. And so the collection will be kept on view in varying 
portions. In this way, collectors will have an opportunity of continually in- 
specting the whole of the grand Tapling Collection. It is, however, to be 
regretted that there is to be no attempt made to keep the collection up to 
date by the addition of new issues, 


Mr. CastLe. The genial vice president of the London Philatelic Society 
is back in harness once more, and it is with a sigh of relief that I have with 
the publication of the August number of the London Philatelist handed over 
to him the editorial charge which I undertook during his absence on his tour 
around the world. There are many pleasanter literary occupations than that 
of editing a Stamp journal. If Novelties continue to increase at the present 
perplexing rate we shall have to endow a ward in some of our lunatic asylums 
for exhausted chroniclers of Novelties. I am not generally given to the use 
of strong language, but a few more months’ practice at chronicling Novelties 
would effect a terrible change in my methods of life and manner of speech. 

Tue Recorp Ficure. Higher still and higher is the order of the day, as 
I have already observed, in the matter of rare stamps. The highest price 
ever paid for a single stamp has to be put several notches. ‘The firm of 
Stanley Gibbons has just bought the 1d. and 2d.,, “ Post Office” Mauritius 
for £680, say $3,400. $1,700 for a single stamp, and to sell again. Not 
only that, the stamps have actually been sold again to the English Ferrary. 

TH ENGLIsH FEerRRARY is the new factor in Stamp collecting. He is 
reputed to be a man of great wealth and very shrewd at a bargain. But his 
shrewdness is more than counterbalanced by his almost utter inability to re- 
resist the temptation of securing a real gem. We are very jealous in this 
part of the world of thé continual deportafion of gems to be buried alive, 
never to be seen again in the Ferrary collection; and there is now some hope 
that our English Ferrary will outbid the competitor across the Straits.

Tue Scotrr Stamp & Corn Co., L’?’p. 


Dear Sirs:—Since writing the enclosed letter I have got hold of a very 
unusval Indian stamp,—a 2 anna “Receipt, Bill or Draft" stamp (lilac) used 
postally. There is no doubt of the genuineness of the postal use as the post- 
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marks of place of despatch and receipt are very plain and the envelope is en- 
tire, The postmarks are “Akyat P. O. 6 Mar. 1861” and “S, L. Calcutta G. 
P. O. Mar. (?) 61,” the latter postmark running up on to the stamp and insur- 
ing the genuineness of its use. 

I don’t suppose this postal use was ever sanctioned by government any 
more than the unsurcharged Revenues and Court fee stamps mentioned in the 
Catalogue for Advanced Collectors. Certainly ¢Aey were never sanctioned in

Sir:—You published in your June number some severe strictures of mine 
on the conduct of Mr, R. F. Albrecht in connection with the De Coppet sale, 
Yesterday I met Mr. Albrecht in London and he gave me an explanation of 
his part in this memorable sale and I write after hearing this to withdraw my 
charge of breach of faith or connivance with Mr. De Coppet and to tender 
him through the channel in which I made the charge an unqualified apology. 

Mr. Albrecht did not receive two bids from England for the 2 cents 
Guiana but heard another commission agent let out the amount of his Eng- 
lish customer’s limit and as a man of business he wired for fresh instructions. 
The only thing to which Mr. Albrecht pleaded guilty was his trusting to Mr. 
De Coppet’s descriptions of the various lots without examining them in every 
case himself—to do this he explained was simply impossible with his numer- 
ous commissions and the limited time at his disposal.

Below we give a few extracts from the Philatelic Journal of Great 
Britain: 

Mr. John N. Luff’s article on the De Coppet’s sale in the June number 
of our Pacific Coast contempory voices a very wide spread sentiment. Writ- 
ing more in sorrow than in anger Mr. Luff lements the scattering of the De 
Coppet gems. As thus: “To Mr. De Coppet, having sold his birthright for a 
mess of pottage, let us extend our heartiest sy mpathie s. The thing that should 
have been a monument to him is onlya memory. His treasures are scattered 
to the four parts of the earth. They adorn scores of collections, gems that 
delight the beholder, but how insignificant beside the grand aggregation that 
was. That he sold it is his own affair. But oh! ‘the pity of it, the pity of 
it!’”’ Mr. Luff would have preferred to see some millionaire walk along, buy 
up the De Coppet collection in its entirety, and make it over to the nation for 
exhibition in the Metropolitan Museum of Art or the Smithsonian Institute— 
American equivalents, we suppose, to our British and South Kensington 
Museums, ‘Then as to the prices realized at the De Coppet auction. Mr. 
Luff is filled with amazement at this part of the business. “Though I bid 
from 50 to 500 per cent. above catalogue prices,” says he, “I secured only 
five lots, two of which were damaged, though not so described.” Not only in 
this matter, but in other details, Mr, Luff is very dissatisfied with the recent 
great sale. Nor is he alone in this, though many others are quite as ready to 
swear that everything connected with the De Coppet sale was perfectly fair, 
square, and above-board. It is a matter that some really independent Ameri- 
can stamp journal might do well to thoroughly overhaul. 
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BLEstT, ALBRECHT, AND DE CopPeET. 

Before we leave the Monthly Journal, however, there is a matter of vital 
interest to all—viz., a series of letters arising out of the great De Coppet 
sale. Mr. W. W. Blest, of Wateringbury, Kent, in a letter to the American 
Journal of Philately, made some adverse comments on the sale, and did not 
hesitate to accuse Mr. R. F. Albrecht, Mr. De Coppet’s agent, of breach of 
faith and practically of double-dealing. In conjunction with this letter the 
Monthly Journal gives also a communication from Mr. De Coppet protesting 
that everything connected with the sale was perfectly straight; and then adds 
a second letter from Mr. Blest, in which that gentleman withdraws all his ac- 
cusations and insinuations in a most unqualified manner. In the letterpress 
accompanying these extraordinary letters we are given to understand that Mr. 
Blest and Mr. Albrecht met a week or two ago in London, had a long talk 
and finally dined together, “thus cementing a friendship” which the Monthly 
Journal trusts will be abiding. Interesting story, isn’t it? The only pity is 
that we get the sequel without having a full account of the events that pre- 
ceded. How interesting for instance, would be a verbative report of that 
Blest—Albrecht interview! There are some wretched sceptics who will mar- 
vel greatly over the whole business.

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I, 2, 5, 10 and 20 centavos are being rapidly exhausted it is absolutely neces- 
sary that an issue of the value of 50,000 Bolivianos be manufactured by lith- 
ography which will unite economy, security and perfect guarantee. 

In view of this proposition, and pending the arrival from Europe of the 
order sent there, the Constitutional President of the Republic has ordered me 
to transmit to you the following : 

1st. That you request the lithographers in your city to enter bids for the 
printing of lithographed stamps to the amount of 50,000 Bolivianos. 

2d. The number of stamps shall be as follows: 

200,000 stamps of 1 centavos 2,000 Bs. 
150,000 me " 3,000 “ 
300,000 Phe 15,000

3rd. The office in your charge is authorized to proceed in a prompt 
manner with the execution of this order, informing the Government of the 
result.
